We know not how to account 


it, but the climnte of lieno lias un- 
dergone a wonderful change within 
tho past two years, aad \vo should be 
obhgcd to Profbbsor Stowaifc fur :i 
sjipiitific explanation. 


Many years ago, -while a resident 


of California, I published a series of 
newspaper articles, in which I ad- 
vanced the theory thut the periodical 
temblors which used to be of such 
frequent occurence along the Pacific 
Coast were wholly attributable to 
the equalization, in midair, of t-.fo 
great 
electrical 
currents. 
This 


theory may be briefly stated as fol- 
lows: The eaath's surface is cvery- 
•n hero permeated and fully charged 
with negating electricity, which is 
perpetually flowing over and through 
the earth's belt from north to south. 
By reason of solar action upou ter- 
restrial electricity, the great nega- 
tive current is converted into positive 
electricity, which is repelled, or 
driven back toward the Arctic circle. 
As this positive current cannot re- 
turn through the negatively charged 
earth, it rises to aa elevated zone in 
the atmosphere, and, in high lati- 
tudes, can lie toon reluming to its 
polar destination in the form of tli--> 
Aurora Uorealis. 
Dry, laporless 


atmosphere is a non-conductor of 
electricity, and therefore, daring the 
protracted 
dry 
Summer season •, 


•vihich usually prevail on the P.iciliu 
Coast, 
the cloudless atrao'jpheie 


serves as a complete insulator be- 
tween terrestrial and aerial currents 
Clouds, vapor and water are good 
conductors for tho electrical fluid 
and it is a noteworthy fact that our 


earth-bhocks usually ocuui , 


at the close of the dry season when 
the southwest trade-windsbear clouds 
and moisture over the land. 
Some- 


times these temblors occur 
the Spring season, after what is 
termed "a dry Februaiy," and when 
the April and May showers set in. 
In all regions of the eatth where 
rain storms arc frequent during the 
Summer mouths, earthquakes urc 
rarely experienced, simply for the 
reason that the negative and positive 
electiical currents of the eaitli and 
air find constant equalization through 
the surrounding moisture. 
It must 


be borne in mind that the so-culled 
positive and negative electrical fluids 
are constantly attracting each other, 
and that they instantly flash together 
and seek a standard of equilibrium 
through every possible means of 
conduction. For many years after 
the American settlement on this 
coast thunder-storms in California 
were almost unknown. 
There was 


no possible means of an equalization 
of the aerial and terrestrial electrici- 
ties through the vaporless atmos- 
phere, and when the clouds of Aut- 
umn did impinge upon the negative- 


current of positive electricity above 
the 
region 
of clouds, Professor 


Loomis fully demonstrated that each 
a current actually exists, and it is 
strange that meteorologists are so 
tardy in observing that every flash 
of lightning which descended from 
passing rain-clonda, is simply the 
positive electrical current of the air 
seeking the negatively charged eaHh. 
While it is reasonable to suppose 
that the iron tracks of the trans-con- 
tinental railway are constantly equal- 
izing the electrical conditions of the 
country, und by that means are pro- 
ducing frightful thunder-storms in 
unexpected localities, there are sub- 
stantial reasons for believing that 
these great iron conductors are caus- 
ing positive climatic changes all over 
tho continent. Aheady the United 
States Geological Surveyors hive 
grmely called the attention of the 
Qoveiument to the curious fact that, 
since the completion of the overland 
railway, rainstoims now occur iu 
regions where it rarely rained before; 
uo\v foims of vegetation are sprijg- 
ia,j up in desert places, and tlat, 
in .1 broad belt cf country on both 
sides of the road, tho moisture is 
now &o much more abundant than 
befoie that the Indians cannot dry 
then bufl'alo meat in this curipusly- 
affecleu aone. To my mind it is per- 
fectly clear that Reno and Xew York 
are just now enjoying the baine met- 
eorological conditions through the 
great eqalizei"—tho trans-oontmental 
railway. Keno is ouo of the most 
irupoitint railway stations on the 
oveiland route. It ia literally sur- 
rounded by iron rails and iron roll- 
ing-stock. It lies at the base of the 
Sierra Nevada 
inountnins, and is 


therefore not only liable to receive 
heavy electrical charges from the 
great western range, but its iron sur- 
roundings, iu presence of such a
